A correspondent writes:—A . reference 
was made in the “ Diary ” a short while 
ago to the history of the Four Courts, but 
before the present building, now being 
restored, was erected, the Courts of 
Justice had several changes of residence. 
At first they were held outside the city 
walls, in the neighbourhood of Exchequer 
street (which is said to derive its name 
therefrom), and were called Collet’s Inn. 
Later the site of the present Four Courts, 
then a dissolved mon , combined the 
functions of “ King’s Innes” and ‘a 
theatre, but the buildings fell into a 
state of ruin and Commons was held in 
the ‘‘ Tennis Court,” situated in Towns- 
end street, St. Michael's Hill, off High 
street, was the site of the old Law 
Courts, and here legal business was 
carried on until the building of the 
present Four Courts. 


“She Chancellor. 


A curious feature of the old Law 
Courts was that all the Courts sat in 
one big hall, the Court of Chancery at 
the upper end, and the various other 
ones at the sides. When the Lord 
Chancellor entered, his tip-staffs raising 
their staves and calling out his title, the 
Judges of the other Courts had to 
suspend business and remain standing 
until he had taken his seat. When the 
new building was erected, it is said the 
Judges were relieved not to have to pay 
homage any longer to the Lord 
Chancellor’s supremacy. But, up to a 
hundred years ago an old custom 
survived of announcing the Chancellor’s 
resence in his Court to the people in the 
all by means of a long tin tube from 
the crier’s box. :

“Che Stein. 


Anyone who is interested in the history 
of Dublin and who dips. into the city 
records may come across references to the 
Stein or Staine, a flat piece of land out- 
side the old walls, and situated between 
the present College street and the banks 
of the Liffey. Previous to 1607 all that 
district, now covered by quays and streets, 
was the tidal strand of the Liffey, and 
Hawkins street was called after a 

ntleman of that name who, in 1663, 

uilt a wall to enclose the river. 
interesting thing about the Staine is that 
it was so called from a stone pillar which 
stood in the middle of the land and was 
believed to have been there from Scandi- 
navian times. In Halliday’s ‘‘ Scandi- 
navyian Dublin,” reference is made to the 
fact that these stones were erected as 
marks of possession, much in the same 
way as explorers to-day plant their flag on 
new territory. This remarkable stone, 
which stood about where the Crampton 
Monument now stands, was removed some 
hundred and forty years ago, when new 
streets were being laid out in the district. 
One wonders what was the fate of this 
relic of Scandinavian Dublin. 


i Names of Houses. 


I used to think, writes a correspondent, 
that houses in English-speaking countries 
were often given absurd names until I 
noticed various names of villas in France 
this year. Such names as “ Dawn,” “‘ The 
Dovecot,”” “The Rookery,’’ “‘ Isola Bella” 
on the gates of suburban houses in Sur- 
biton or Rathmines always have struck me 
as incongruous, but they are appropriate 
in comparison with many names of villas 
in France. A favourite name in certain 
districts in the South-West is “ Malgré 
Tout,’’ meaning ‘‘in spite of everything !” 
In one place a villa of this name was 
opposite another called “ The Surprise,”’ a 
name it could hardly live up to, as there 
were villas much the same on either side 
of it for the distance of a mile. Many 
villas are given names such as Raymond, 
Robert, Marcelle, etc. In the case of those 
who wish to be very s.nart they are given 
English names, and one sees “ Marjorie,”’ 
‘* Peggy,’’ and on one®ld-fashioned yilla I 
noticed “ Daisy.” 


A “Lagoon” for Fleetwood. 


A recent visitor to Fleetwood sends me 
a sketch and some interesting particulars 
of a sea ‘‘lagoon’’ which is about. to. be 
constructed by the local corporation. The 
lagoon, which is to be 800 feet long, will 
cover twenty-three acres, and will vary in 
depth from four and a half feet to eighteen 
inches, The deeper portion is to be pre- 
served for bathing and outhoard-motor.- 
boating, and the shallow parts for the use 
ot children. The total cost of the scheme 
is estimated at £37,000—an expenditure 
which it is expected to recoup mainly 
from the increased popularity of Fleet- 
wood as a resort for health and pleasure- 
seekers. The enterprise and imagination 
which supports such a comparatively 
heavy outlay to secure an indirect return 
impresses one with the inevitable contrast 
between Lancashire towns and Dublin, 
whose incomparable bay—except for a few 
puny local improvement schemes— is left 
to take care of. itself. 


The Dollymount-Sutton Lake. 


My friend sharpens the contrast when 
he points out that the highest estimate of 
the cost of the three-mile-long, thousand 
acre, ‘‘lagoon’’ from’ Dollymount to 
Sutton, which ' as been discussed without 
ahy result for many years, is much. less 
than the 23-acre Fleetwood project.

Not 
merely as a general regatta and aquatic 
pleasure ground, but as an ideal pitch for 
motor-boat racing and as a seaplane base, 
the scheme becomes increasingly attrac- 
tive. So I am glad to hear that the City 
Commissioners, with the cordial co-opera- 
tion of the Commissioner for Howth, are

Labour and Tariffs. 


. Yesterday's “debate in the House of 
Commons concerning ‘‘ safeguarding ” con- 
tained few surprises. The British Labour 
Party never has made a secret of its 
economic policy. It is opposed definitely 
to protection in every shape and form, 
and regards “‘safeguarding’’ as merely a 
disguised species of tariff. When, in 1923, 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin appealed to the 
country on the straight issue of protection 
versus free trade, he was beaten badly.. 
The English people never have forgotten 
Cobden, and, especially in the manu- 
facturing districts, they dislike any. kind 
of protection. After the Zinovieff letter the 
Conservatives. were returned. to power 
with an almost unparalleled majority, 
and proceeded immediately to impose 
duties, . which were 
welcomed generally by manufacturers: 
These duties, which had been invented 
originally by Mr. Lloyd George during the 
war, were calculated to protect certain 
‘‘key ” industries, and. had the blessing of 
such a pronounced free trader as the late 
Earl of Asquith. At first they were con- 
fined rigidly to industries which were 


| indispensable to the nation; but after- 


wards the Conservative Party extended 


1 them, with the “result: that “several. non- 


esseritial industries secured protection in 
fact, if not in name. Nobody doubted 
that the Labour Party would take the first 


| opportunity to repeal. these duties; and 


the defeat of yesterday’s amendment to the 
Address by. the Conservatives was a fore- 
gone conclusion. ia 

The amendment, regretting the absence 
of provision for ‘‘ safeguarding ” in the 
King’s Speech, was proposed by Sir 
Philip Cunliffe-Lister, and was defeated , 
by 340 votes to 220. It seems that the 


| Liberals voted solidly with the Govern- 


ment, with the result that a decisive 
majority was obtained. So far as the 
present Parliament is concerned, ‘‘ safe- 
guarding’’ is a dead-letter, and the 
manufacturers of England must be pre- 
pared to sacrifice the advantages which 
they have enjoyed since the winter of 
1924, The Chancellor of*the Exchequer, 
however, despite -several attempts to 
“draw ” him, managed to withhold his 
policy from the House. He said that, if 
the Labour Government should remain in 
power for a.sufficiently long period of 
time, all duties on food-stuffs would be 
‘swept away.” With the disappearance 
of these duties, he said; imperial prefer- 
ence would cease to have any real mean- 
ing, and consequently would disappear 


ó also. Mr, Snowden refused to -disclose 


his ‘immediate plans. He would not tell 
the House on what date he proposed. to 
abolish the “‘ safeguarding’? duties, or

The Philippines. 

Thirty years have passed since the 
Philippine Islands became the prize of 
victory in the Spanish-American: War, and 
since Mr. Kipling exhorted the United 
States to ‘take up: the white man’s 
burden.” During those years the Philip- 
pines have been ‘brought steadily under 
the influences. and ‘machinery of western 
civilisation. The more flagrant forms of 
savagery have been suppressed; a 
university and many schools: have been 
established ; America’s admirable system 
of public hygiene, has been introduced, 
and life and property are secure through- 
out the islands. Hitherto the system of 
government has followed that of. incipient 
colonies in the “British Empire. Two 
parliamentary: chambers have enjoyed 
restricted powers of legislation, but the 
real authority has been vested in the 
Governor-General, He has been chosen 
from the first rank of American politicians 
—the late President Taft had been 
Governor-General of the Philippines—and 
he has acted, in effect, as a benevolent 
despot. Recently, however, the Governor- 
Generalship has begun to transfer some 
of its authority to the Legislature. Under 
Mr, Stimson, the late Governor-General, 
control of public affairs was ceded’ in 
large measure to a parliamentary coali- 
tion ; and it is believed that his successor, 
Colonel Dwight F. Davis, who arrived &t. 
Manila on Monday, will maintain this 
policy. A significant motive for a change 
that all white residents deplore is sug- 
gested by the Manila Correspondent of 
The Times. He says that the day ‘of “the 
big concessionist’’ has arrived in the 
Philippines, that Washington is concerned 
about the concessionists’ interests, and 
that power is being exchanged for the 
favours of native politicians who now 
dominate the Legislature. The Philippines 
are rich in sugar, hemp, rubber, coco-nut 
oil and copra, and American companies 
are maturing plans for the development 
of these resources. In Mindanao, the 
second largest island of the archipelago, 
three large projects are on foot. The pine- 
apple project, with a reservation of 35,000 
acres, is directed by the California Packers’ 
Association. The International Harvester 
Company has a project for the develop- 
ment of manila hemp... The Goodyear 
Company has an interest in local rubber 
schemes, and its plans, involving a huge 
expenditure, will. depend upon arrange- 
ments with the Legislature. “ Wireless” 
has gone to the Dollar Company, the 
Radio Corporation of America and the 
McKay interests. The American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company apparently 
controls the islands’ long-distance tele- 
phone franchise under the name of the 
Philippine Telephone Company. In the 
meanwhile, according to the Correspondent 
of The Times, “ the inefficiency and corrup- 
tion of the local government alarms all 
foreigners and residents in the islands, 
but they hope in vain for the remedies 
which earlier Governors: would hasten to 


apply.”’

The Price of Admiralty,

CAPTAIN JOHN POWER, DUBLIN 


FIRE BRIGADE, 


Captain John Power, chief officer of the 
Dublin Fire Brigade, died yesterday, aged 
forty-five, at Kilmore House, in the little 
town of Kilmore Quay, Co. Wexford, where 
he was born. 

Joining the brigade on November 25th, 
1907, he had not donned even his uniform 
when an urgent call came from Britain quay. 
He turned out with the rest and, for the ten 
days that followed, the firemen were engaged 
night and day combatting the great fire at the 
Dublin granaries. 

On the retirement of Captain Purcell in 
1918, and the consequent promotion of 
Lieutenant Myers to e command of the 
brigade, Fireman Power, who had passed the 
necessary examination with flying colours, 
became second officer, and on the. death of 
Captain Myers a few years ago, was promoted 
to the highest position. During his period 
as chief officer he earned the confidence and 
esteem of the general community and the 
loyal attachment of his men. 

About. two years ago Captain Power first 
complained of pain from the virulent and 
incurable mialady that carried him off. A 
final operation to extirpate it about two 
months ago proved unaviling, and at the end 

May he went down to Kilmore Quay, to 
meet death where he was born. Neither pain 
nor personal concern had ever been suffered 
to interfere with his discharge of duty, and he 
remained faithful to this principle to the end. 
Before going home he personally completed 
all the necessary arrangements for this week's 
motor races in the Phenix Park—the supply 
of fire extinguishers, the allocation of posts 
at intervals round the course to the men of 
his brigade, etc. He left no detail unattended 
to when he quitted his task,

The King’s Sons. 


With the return of the Duke of 
Gloucester to-day from his journey to 
Japan and Canada, all the members of 
the Royal Family will be in England, and 
without the prospect of a break-up, for 
the first time in many years. During the 
past fifteen years there has been bárely a 
month when some member of the family 
has not been out of the country, and, in 
some instances, for very long periods. 
such as the visits paid by the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of York, and the Duke 
of Gloucester to the Dominions overseas. 
Prince George, too, was away at sea for 
some considerable time.. Now all the 
King’s children are at home, and likely 
to remain for some time, since the only 
long journey abroad projected at the 
moment is one for the Prince of Wales. 
who is to go to Australia in 1951. 


The New Prayer-book. 


To-morrow’s discussion in the Upper 
House of the Convocation of Canterbury 
on the Revised Prayer-book is being 
watched with a somewhat jealous cye in 
parliamentary circles; for it suggests 
that the bishops, in referring to “ their 
legal or administrative discretion,’ are 
throwing out a definite challenge to the 
House of Commons. It is in pursuit of 
this so-called discretion that the bishops 
are introducing a resolution declaring 
that the rejected Book of 1928 will be 
taken as setting the standard for devia- 
tions from the Book of 1669, or, in plain 
words, permitting the use of the former 
Book just as though Parliament had 
approved of it. It is strange that the 
bishops, who introduced the. 1928 Book 
with the idea that by its aid they could 
keep law-breakers im order, are now 
taking the law into their own hands, and 
presumably will act as they please, 
regardless of Parliament. The resolution 
to-morrow will. be moved by the Arch 
bishop of Canterbury, who has been the 
leading figure in the Prayer-book revision 
controversy for so long. 


Electoral Reform. 


The intention of the Government to set 
up an inquiry into electoral reform is one 
generally welcomed in all political circles, 
though it is clear that the inquiry will not 
be an easy matter. The choice of Lord 
Uliswater as chairman, therefore, is a very 
appropriate one. Lord Ullswater does not 
come to such a task without great qualif- 
cations: for he was Chairman of the 
Speaker’s Electoral Reform Conference of 
1916-17; of the Boundary Commission 
(Great Britain and Ireland) of 1917; of 
the Royal Commission on Proportiona! 
Representation in 1918; of the Devolution 
Committee of 1919; of the Royal Com- 
mission on London Government of 1921-2, 
and of the Political Honours Commission 
of 1923-4. In addition to the vast ex- 
perience afforded by these various Com- 
missions, Lord Uliswater was Speaker of 
the House of Commons for sixteen years, 
after having been Deputy-Speaker for ten 
years. In Parliament he is remembered 
as one of the most successful Speakers that 
the Commons has had for generations. 


The Naval Dieaster: 


The naval disaster recalls the fact that 
the H Class of submarines is the smallest 
left in the Navy, being used almost 
entirely for training, while these boats are 
the last independent commands left to 
lieutenants in the present surplus of 
officers. The H 47 was one of the few 
commanded by a lieutenant-commander. 
It was built by Beardmores in 1918, had 
a displacement of five hundred tons, a 
speed of thirteen knots on the surface, and 
ten and a half submerged. Armed with 
four 2l-inch torpedo tubes, it carried no 
guns. H 47 has been in a collision before, 
when in 1926 she rammed H 32 in a 
Channel fog, but both got safely back to 
port. The H submarines were built to the 
design of an American constructor, John 
Holland, and the first were built in parts 
in the United States during the early 
stages of the war, and put together at 
Montreal. These vessels, in spite of their 
smallness, cross the Atlantic under their 
own power without an escort.

It soon was obvious that the circuit de- 
manded a full measure of respect, however, 
and the morning claimed two casualties, 
— of. thém, fortunately, having a 
serious result. The first was J. F. Field, 
on the 3-litre super-charged Bugatti. In 
attempting to. e the Mountjoy cross- 
road corner too fast he braked violently, 
skidded broadside-on, and charged the pro- 
tecting bank with the front wheels. He 
reversed rapidly on to the road again, and 
‘shot off round the course. When he 
reached the Gough turn, however, the near- 
side. rear wheel broke clean away from 
the hub without warning, and the car 
swung round ip the roadway, eventually 
coming to rest at the grass verge on the 


-| right-handgside of the road, and right side 


up. Presumably the wheel must have been 
damaged in the skid at the Mountjoy 
cross-road, for there was no other apparent 
cause for its collapse. 

The second gontretemps befell Mr. V.; 
Cooper, who was driving Mr, D. Jackson s 
Austin Seven. . He also misjudged his 
speed at the Mountjoy cross-road turn, and 
attempted to take it far too fast. The car 
rolled over twice, both occupants being 
flung out, but without serious injury to 
either. They were removed to hospital in 
the ambulance, but-.were not detained. 
Shock and sundry abrasions were the full 
extent of their injuries. 

THE UNEXPECTED. 

Another incident. of tle -morning’s 
practice was the breakdown of the Sun- 
beam car, driven by Captain Malcolm 
Campbell. After a few good practice laps 
the car “ packed up,” and was towed away 
from the course at the end of the pro- 
ceedings. It is comforting to know that 
this car was not the one entered in the 
race, but. a reserve practice car. 

No one who was in the Park would de- 
scribe any of the pérformances as sensa- 
tional, yet in two cases at 
extraordinary speeds were returned. Mr. 
Thistlethwayte’s big white super-charged 
Mercedes was undoubtedly the most im- 
pressive car to go round, and it made a 
number of very useful laps, the fastest 
— at-an average speed of 787 miles 
per hour, the best of the niorning. Only 
one second slower, however, was the lap- 
time shown by Mr. K. Fronteras, on his 
1,500 c.c, Alfa~Romeo, who, on one circuit, 
averaged 78.2 miles ‘a hour. This was 
nezrly five miles per hour better than the 
next fastest of the 15-litre models. When 
it is realised that the Mercedes has to 
concede on the handicap something hike 
54 miles per hour to the Alia-Romeo, the 
merit. of this performance will be appre- 
ciated. 
ment was that of Major A. T. G. Gardner, 
on the supercharged’ Amilear, running in 
the 1,100. c.c. class. 
lap at an-average of 77.1 miles per hour, 
nearly 85 miles per hour faster than any 
other car in his class. To beat this, on 
handicap, the scratch cars would need to 
“do 84 miles per hour. 

For the rest; the performancés of the 
cars were very much in accordance with 
their handicap expectations—that is, 
taking account only of the-fastest laps in 
each case. It is unsound, however, to rely 
too much on the results of the first morn- 
ing’s practice. When the official times 
for to-day’s practice come to hand it will 
be possible to form a much more trust- 
worthy estimate of the capabilities of the 
various cars and drivers.

The plaintiffs, who are 
nurses and attendants in the Grangegorman

institution. The defendants pleaded that they 
were acting under the instructions of the 
Minister for Local Government, and that 
they had acted by virtue of their lawful 
authority.

Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr. W. G. Fallon 
(instructed by Messrs. John M. McDowell 
and Co.) apneared for the plaintiffs; and Mr.

M. J. Molloy (instructed by Messrs. Roger 
Greene and Sons) for the defendants. 


THE EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Doyle, Chief Clerk of the Grange- 
ental Hospital, was recalled, and

I only 
got a letter from the Town Clerk, but was 
never served with a copy of the dissolution 
erder of the Minister. 

COUNSEL’S SUBMISSION. 

Mr. Moloney contended that the order in 
Council by the Minister reducing the quorum 
of the Asylum Committee was uwitra vires, 
inasmuch as the power to make that regula- 
tion was vested in the body itself, with the 
approval of the Minister, as had been held 
ip a previous decision by the Courts. The 
sealed order of the Minister in July, 1925, in 
so far as it purported to remove from office 
every person on the Committee elected by 
the Dublin Corporation, was wltra vires, 
There was, he urged, power to dissolve public 
bodies as a whole, but not in part.. The 
Minister never. purported to dissolve the Com- 
mittee of Managemen‘, which was a separate 
oy dnd a separate public body. Under 
the law a sufficient number of members in 
proportion to its contribution to the institu- 
tion should be appointed to represent the 
Dublin Corporation, and there was no right 
by the statutory regulations to appoint three 
members to represent that body upon the 
Committee, the half of which by a man- 
datory provision shonld be composed of 
nominees of the Dublin Corporation. The 
Corporation had power to select persons from 
outside its members upon the Committee 
under special powers, but the Minister had 
no statutory authority to take a step of that 
nature. As no Corporators or persons not 
Corporators, but nominated by the Corpora- 
tion on the Committee, were present at the 
meeting at which the resolution to reduce the 
salaries of his clients was passed, he sub- 
mitted that that resolutic.. was ulrra vires, 
void. and had no effect. 

Mr.’ Justice Meredith acceded to the ap- 
ate, and accordingly adjourned the 
urther hearing of the case.

SUGAR COMPANY’S APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE Cr 
_  MURNAGHAN). 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendants in the case of Flynn v. Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Co., Ltd., Carlow, from 
an order of Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. Jus- 
tice eee in the High Court; dated 16th 
of May last, affirming on appeal an order of 
Cireuit Court Judge ly at Carlow on 2ist 
February, 1928, awarding £300 to William 
B, Flynn, infant son of Michael Flynn, 
labourer, late of John street, Tullow, Co. 
Carlow, deceased, for the loss of his father. 
The Judges in the High Court differed in 
opinion with respect to the case. 

The infant, William B. Flynn (represented 
in the proceedings by his grandfather, Wil- 
liam Bernard Flynn), was the posthumous son 
of Michael Flynn, deceased, an employé of 
the appellant company, who was accidentally 
drowned while crossing the River Barrow in 
a raft, in the course of his employment, along 
with other employés. The claim for com- 
pensation in this case was brought under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1906. An 
action had been previously brought before 
the birth of the infant, under Lord Camp- 
bell’s Act, by the widow of the deceased 
man, on. behalf of herself and her four child- 
ren, claiming, compensation for the death of 
her husband, which resulted at the trial, 


before Mr. Justice Hanna and a jury, ina 
judgment for her for £1,600, of which £1,000 


| was allotted to the widow and £150 each to 


the four children. On appeal by the com- 
pany to the Supreme Court that judgment 
was set aside. , 

Mr. .Dockrell, K.C., and Mr. Sainsbury

Mr, Brereton Barry, for the respondents, 
dealing with the case as it stood on the 21st 
February, 1928,. when the order appealed:

ment in existence against the present appelz 
lants. for £1,600, stated that it was admitted 
then that the dependent child_was not, and 
could not, as he submitted, have been made 
a party to the proceedings under Lord Camp- 
bell’s Act, as the child was not born at the 
time, and no option could have been made on 
the child’s behalf. Furthermore, the child 
was not in any way bound by the exercise of 
an option by any other dependent .in pro- 
ceeding under Lord Campbell’s Act, _, 

Each of the dependents in this ease, he 
would say, must have a real option in the 
matter, and that this child came into the 
world with one right only—a right to pro- 
ceed under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, and could not be estopped by anything 
that wassdone by any other dependent.

FATAL OMNIBUS ACCIDENT.

£1,200 DAMAGES.

The hearing of the action brought. by Mrs. 
sridget Kennedy, of Kinnininny, Co. Dublin, 
against the Irish Omnibus Company, Ltd., 


Dublin, wes concluded. The plaintifi. claimed, . 


as administratrix. of her deceased husband, 
Anthony Kennedy, on behalf of herself and 
ber five children, damages against the 
defendants for his death on the 2nd February 
of this year, following injuries received as 
the result of the alleged negligence of the 
defendant company’s servant in the manage; 
ment of an omnibus near Bluebell, Inchicore, 
on the 3ist of last January. 

According to the plaintiff's statement of 
claim, Anthony Kennedy, who was a 
labourer in the employment: of the Great 
Southern Railways Edavies at Inchicore, 
was cycling to his work along the road from 
Naas to Dublin, when the Omnibus struck 
his bicycle, knocking him down and pinning 
hrm under the omnibus. 

The defendants denied that they or their 
servants were guilty of any negligence, and 
pleaded that the deceased man was guilty ‘of 
contributory negligence, and that the injuries 
alleged to have been sustained by him were 
caused by his sole negligence. ' 

Mr. Geoghegan, A.C., and Mr. William 
Black (instructed by Messrs. Little, 
0 hUadhaigh and Proud) appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Battersby, K.C., Mr. 
Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. Herbert 
Hare (instructed by Mr. John P. Collins) for 
the defendants. 

The jury found that the driver of the 
omnibus was negligent, and that the deceased 
man was not. negligent,« and they assessed 
damages at £1,200, of which they appor- 
tioned £700 to the widew,-the balance being 
apportioned amongst the children. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan gave judgment for the 
plaintiff accordingly, and, on the application 
of Mr. Battersby, granted a stay of execution 
for a week.
